Ramsey was asked by former Attor- 
ney-General E. L. Crow if the was with 
the Terminal Association in 1908.

“Can you say in a general way what 
roperties the Terminal owned then in 
st St. Louis? 
“In East St, Louis the Terminal ‘prop: 
erties consisted of yards and bridge 
approaches. There was no. belt line at 
that time. In St. Louis they owned the 
terminals, yards, Union Station, and 
operties in Mill Creek Valley. The 
erminal did a #eneral terminal and 
transportation business.’’ 
‘How much trackage did it own?” 
“In a general -way, about six miles 
of double main track -connecting the 
East Side and St. Louis yards, 1 can- 
not give the total trackage.’’ 
“As general manager of the Terminal, 
did vou control the St. Louis Merchants 
Co.’s properties?’ 
I did not exercise any control 
over that.” 
Ramsey was asked to name the rail- 
roads entering East St. Louis and did 
so, adding that they were all engaged 
in an inter-state traffic.

Mass Meeting Suggests Federal 
Punishment for Mob 
Violence. 











ATLANTA NEGROES AIDED 





Post-Dispatch Is Indorsed for 
‘Fair and Sensible 
Editorials.” 

Resolutions condemning lynching in 
any form, deploring the recent -lynch- 


ings and riots in Atlanta and calling on 


the colored race to be law-abiding, in- 
dustrious and sober were passed by ne- 
groes in a mass meeting at the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Hall, 27% Franklin avente, Sun- 
day. “The hall was crowded by persons 
of both races. 

Among the speakers were Attorneys 
George W. Vaughn, H. B. Hoefer anda 
T. T. Thompson, E. W. Newsome, O. P. 
Tyree and CC. S. Hunter. More than 
$200 was subscribed to aid the negro 
sufferers in Atlanta. 

The meeting went on record as favor- 
ing the law and asked all citizens to 
aid the negroes in stamping out crime 
of every form. The protection of black 
criminals from mob violence, whether 
guilty or innocent of crime, was in- 
voked, and the' meeting asked that the 
law be ajlowed to take its course. 

The resolutions indorsed ‘the Post-Dis- 
patch and Globe-Democrat fer their 
‘fair and sensible editorials on the re-, 
cent .outrage at Atlanta.”’. The resolu-_ 
tions favored the establishment of a pa- 
per published by negroes that will com- 
mand the attention of the general pub- 
Hc and tell the truth concerning the 
black man. . 

The several local governments are 
either unwilling or unable to put down 
mob violence, the resolutions set forth,

WALSH ARRESTED, 
FREED BY MAYGR 


He Was Taken Into Custody in 
St. Joseph After Wrangle 
at Station. 


‘WIFE PLEADED FOR HIM 





Mayor Explains That St, Louis- 
an Was Guest of City 
Before Trouble. 


When Julius §$, Walsh Jr., after a 
dispute -with a railroad stationmaster, 
had been arrested and taken to the St. 
Joseph Police station Saturday night, 
his handsome young wife, formerly Miss 
Clara Bell, a Kentucky heiress, hunted 
up the Mayor of St. Joseph and bronvght 
about her husband's release. 

Mr. and Mrs, Walsh are now back in 
St. Louis. They went to St. Joseph to 
attend the horse show. 

Mrs. Walsh was the only witness of 
the altercation between her husband 
and the station master, Jack Speers. A 
dispatch from &t. Joseph Monday quotes 
the stationmaster as saying: 

“Walsh asked me Saturday night just 
what time the train would arrive, and’ 
1 was unable to tell him. I referred 
him to the bitlletin board. He became 
angry and asked my name, I refused! 
to tell him. He,said he would have me 


discharged. I told him I would slap 
him, and he struck at me. His wife ran 
between. us and he did not hit me. Two’ 
policemen say him strike at me and ar- 
rested khim.’’ 

Fulks re- 
fused to release Walsh, but when Mrs. 
Walsh arrived, accompanied by Mayor 
Spract, he was released.

Several typewriters were kept busy at

It'll wake up the people all right, too, because melodrama, presented by a 
strong company, always does this. Not since the fine old days when such legit- 
imate “‘thrillers’’ as “The Romany Rye” and “The Lights London” and 
other exciting plays of that ilk were produced by tiptop players at high-priced 
houses have I seen a more superficially “absorbing’’ play than this of young 
Mr. Peple’s. It grips you at the’very start. It holds its grip umtil the very 
finish. Most of the time you are sitting on the edge of yvour chair, tremen- 
dously interested—even though you may smile at yourself for being so. It's 
-Mr. Pepte’s alarm-clock method that does it. 

“The first whirr of the clock s@unds when President Happington of the Tex- 
as, Mississippi & Northern Railroad, seated in his New York office, says 
to Miss Allene Houston of Texas, who refuses to let his railroad run through 
her ranch:
